If you are not handy at artificial Nower
making. an atiractive bouguet represent-
ing berrles may evolved from
bits of sllk, absorbent cotton and hat-
wire. Cut wire about 2 or 4 Inches long,
fasten on the end a tiny ball of catton,
cover with silk and wind around with
thread to keep It In place, then wind
each slem with green baby-ribbon, To
group effoctively, place berries in rows
of nbout fye or six; each row uw litle
lower than the one above. Green leaves
may form i backing or be Intermingled.
To muke |eaves, cut silk Into triangular
piecens, ocach side measuring about twe
inchea or less, and gather one side onto
& stem. Bilk that frmya should be cut
square, then folded Into & triangle., Bind
etema together with the narrow green
ribbon. A tiny safety-pin may be sewed
on, a8 a fastener,

‘Tha cloth must
be Kopt damp, In order to make this meth-
od & success. The raln spots net only
disappear, but the cloth will not apot
